Pulaski, who served in the founding 
of our republic. "G eneral Pulaski 
M em orial D ay" is, according to the 
bulletin issued bv the state, celebrat­ 
ed on O ctober eleventh, w hich this 
year com m em orates the 161st a n n i­ 
versary of the d eath of th e Revolu­ 
tionary hero. We feel, th a t a colum n 
of this type will be quite in keeping 
w ith our R evolutionary series. 
Casim ir, C ount Pulaski, was born 
on M ard i 4, 1747. In ju st w hat p a rt 
of Poland his birthplace is located 
is not definitely known. 
L ittle is 
known of his early life, beyond the 
fact th a t he w as a son of C ount 
Joseph Pulaski, who sacrificed his 
life to rid his beloved Poland of the 
R ussian m enace. 
C asim ir Pulaski is a nam e to con­ 
jure with. 
It symbolizes rom ance, 
daring, and m artyrdom to an ideal. 
T he young C ount was reared in a 
hotbed of w arfare one of one kind 
and another, and a t an early age 
becam e a skilled officer. 
Finally, in 
1770, C asim ir P ulaski was foiced to 
flee into Turkey. In 1775 he w ent to 
P aris. 
W hile in th a t city he was a 
guest a t the hom e of Dr. N. B elle­ 
ville. who, on learning of his am bi­ 
tion to cham pion the cause of the 
A m erican colonies, advised him to 
see Dr. B enjam in F ranklin. 
Shortly afterw ards C ount C asim ir 
Pulaski called on Dr. F ranklin, and 
told him of his hope of securing a , 
com m ission in the A m erican arm y. I 
Dr. F ranklin, taking into considera­ 
tion th e b rilliant continental record 
of the youthful general, furnished 
him w ith valuable letters of recom ­ 
m endation w hich were addressed to 
G eneral W ashington. And so it was 
th a t Dr. Belleville and tile young 
C ount Pulaski travelled to Liverpool, 
w here they took a ship bound for 
Am erica, w ith the sole purpose of 
joining the C ontinental Army.
